"This service will be provided 
in extended care facilities which 
meet requirements established by 
the U. S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. These 
nursing homes and other estab¬ 
lishments, approved for participa¬ 
tion in the program, will offer up 
to 100 days of skilled nursing 
service following hospital stays. 
The first 20 days of extended 
cai*e will be entirely covered by 
Hospital Insurance, while the pa¬ 
tient will pay $5. a day for an 
additional 80 days, if necessary,” 
he explained, 

"Let me make it clear, how¬ 
ever, that a Medicare patient elig¬ 
ible foi* such care must have been 
hospitalized for a peiiod of at 
least three days not more than 14

“This is an injustice if I ever 
saw one,” Senator Hammond 
said. “People are being forced to 
pay interest at the rate of 18 
percent a year to the business¬ 
men they are supporting by buy¬ 
ing their products. Eighteen per¬ 
cent is a pretty good return, and 
the figure can go even higher 
when the interest beconies part 
of the account and the customer 
pays interest on interest.” 

“These merchants aren't in the 
lending business; we have banks 
for that. They are merchandisera, 
and as such they have got to ac¬ 
cept the fact that -some people 
do not always ipay their bills on 
time. They have got to realize

—at the rate of 18 percent a 
year.” 

The Hampden-Berkshire Dis¬ 
trict l^slator said that in most 
cases-, and in those brought to at¬ 
tention by people in his district, 
“there is no specific contract for 
the payment ^ this interest. 

“Some stores have sent out let¬ 
ters to their customers informing 
them of the interest that would 
be added. Others simply begin 
adding the chaige to the bills 
that they send their customers. 

“I reiterate, this is unfair to 
the peopled The merchandise has 
been sold at a profit, and this 
should be accepted with satisfac¬ 
tion by the merchant.” 

Senator Hammond said he has 
received many requests from cus¬ 
tomers asking him to take legis¬ 
lative ac'tion against this interest 
rate practice.

Queen Elizabeth I ‘^pulled rank" 
at Christmas effectively: her 
courtiers were expected to re¬ 
plenish her wardrobe. In fact, la¬ 
dies of the Court presented her 
with the first silk .stockings worn 
in Europe. 

During the heyday of clipper 
ships, in the 19th century, Amer¬ 
ican seamen used to bring their 
families rare and costly presents 
gathered from the Orient: spices, 
silks, china and teakwood. Ap¬ 
propriately enough, St. Nicholas 
was the patron saint of sailors 
as ■well as children. 

While American youngsters are 
putting their gifts under the tree, 
Slavic children go to sleep on a 
bed of straw and hay on Christ¬ 
mas eve, to share in Christ's hum¬ 
ble birth. 

On St. Nicholas Eve, Dutch 
children fill their wood shoes with 
straw for Old St. Nick's white 
horse, hoping to have them filled 
in turn with candy and toys. In 
Italy, children set out their shoes 
for the female Santa Claus, La 
Befana, to fill with gifts. Central 
American children enjoy the pin- 
ata game: an earthen wai-e jug 
is filled with candy and a child 
is allow^ed three tries to break the 
pinata with a bat — when he does, 
the candies are shared by all. 

Children owe a vote of thanks 
to King Henry VII of England, 
who popularized gift-giving in 
this part of the world. The joy of 
that night, when the sweet-smell¬ 
ing gifts somehow magically ap¬ 
pear is immortalized for children 
of all ages in a poem written in 
1822 by Dr. Clement C. Moore, a 
Presbyterian divinity professor: 
it begins, “T'was the night before 
Christmas..

Sorae\vhere between the fume-apouting exhaust pipe of the 
tractor-trailer and the flainty white puff fi-om the Vollrawagen, we 
find a delightful creature known as a tailgater. 

Tailgaters come in assoited .sizes and shapes—most repulsive. 
You find them everywhere—but mostly two feet from your rear 
humper, Undei*takers love tliem, the driver in front hates them, 
policemen tolerate them, empty highways fnistrate them, nobody can 
ignore them, and Go<l only knows who protects them. 

A tailgater is ignorance with a weapon at its command .... 
death with a gleam in its eye... .stupidity with the power to kill... 
and irresponsibility with a driver*s license. 

A tailgater has the appetite of Dracula, the energy of a 400-hp 
engine, the curiosity of an inspector of rear bumpers, the lungs of 
a stuck automobile liorn, the enthusiasm of a horseman chasing Lady 
Godiva^ and the shyness of a fullback three yards from the goal line. 

No one else is so familiar wdth the hospital emei'gency room or 
so at home in ti-affic coui-t. When you’re sti'anded on an empty high¬ 
way, he roars past with a w^ave. When you don’t want him, he’s 
grinning' at you in your i*ear view' mirror. No one else can cram 
into 20 years of driving four smashed Fords, five smashed Chevies, 
six smashed Plymouths, two smashed Cadillacs, and one Barracuda 
knocked off a bridge into the river. 

A tailgater is a fabulous creatuia. You can keep him out of 
your back seat, but you can’t keep out of the wreckage of your tmnk.

The Veterans Administration 
today warned veterans and de¬ 
pendents of deceased veterans on 
VA nonservife-connected pension 
rolls that they run the risk of 
having* their monthly payments 
discontinued if they fail to return 
the income questionnaire forms 
mailed -with the November pen¬ 
sion checks. 

They may even have to pay 
back the money received in 1^6, 
VA said. 

They must return the income 
questionnaire by Jan. 31. 1967. 

The VA is required by law to 
obtain this income report each 
year because i>ensions are -paid 
only to those whose incomes from 
other sources are below certain 
limits. 

The VA asks that the card not 
be folded or mutilated because it 
•must run through automatic data 
processing machines.

Veterans and dependents of de¬ 
ceased veterans throughout Mas¬ 
sachusetts who receive monthly 
nonservice-connected ipension pay- | 
ments and are now reporting 
their annual income to the Vet¬ 
erans Administi’ation are urged 
to rememiber to sign the report. 

The Vetei'ans Administration 
at Boston, said that every year 
hundi'eds of income reports have 
to be returned to the pension re- 
! cipients for a signature. 

The law requires that pensions 
be paid only to persons whose an¬ 
nual income is less than stipu¬ 
lated amounts. Thus each year, 
an income report must be made 
to determine eligibility. 

But a signature is necessary 
on the report, the VA said.

Raiiiator heat isn't good for trees. Put the tree in the coolest 
pait of the room, away from radiators, heaters and fireplaces. 

You should stand the tree in water to retard drying. 

Care should be usetl in selecting decorations. Use fireproof 
decorations of glass or metal, never cotton or paper unless they are 
fireproof.

i Make an inspection of the tree from time to time to see whether 
any of the needles near the lights have started to turn bro-wm.

Player Pianos Are Back In Style 

New York 

Accordiuf*- to J. LauTence Cook, the **good old days” are back 
ajid better than ever, Mr. Cook has devoted 45 years to piano rolls 
and back in the 1920's when he first got involved, such devotion didn^t 
seem neaidy so giddy as it seems now. 

In the ’20's, the music-roll industiy, coupled with the making 
and selling of player pianos for them, employed thousands of work¬ 
ers. In the United States alone, there were at least 100 skilled mu¬ 
sicians like Ml*. Cook, who arranged music for the rolls and cut them. 
They made good incomes creating the master rolls from which thou¬ 
sands of copies were made. 

But developments in radio and motion pictui'es and the advent 
of the gigantic phonogi*aph-record business put an end to the piano- 
i*oll business, e.specially during the depression. 

As a young man in the business, he was a fine pianist and had 
taught himself hajTnony and composition. Hence he knew hismusic- 
making,and even after the companies for which he had worked had 
closed he contmued to create his rolls. His customers were collectoi'S 
and player-piano buffs who kept their beloved instruments in fine 
repair. iVIr. Cook worked in a basement workshop at home, over the 
years supplj’^ing an occasional Lawrence Cook” selection to his 
small stream of steady customer.s. He made his living, however, 
working for the New Yoi'k Post Office. 

In recent years, when his part of the music business began i‘e- 
viving, Mr. Cook retired with a pension from the postal service, and 
set t<rwork full-time for the .4eolian Corporation, the world’s largest 
makei*s of pianos and the company that brought back the player 
piano. 

Through his long cai*eer, Mr. Cook estimates he has arranged 
some 20,0(M} songs of every style; classical works, religious music, 
folk and pop tunes, nostalgic favorites, show tunes, all in the un¬ 
mistakable player-piano linky-tink arrangements that sound as if 
four or more hands weer sweeping the keys. 

That Mr. Cook knows the music business, too, is evidenced by 
sales records of his rolls. This year Aeolian will produce almost a 
quarter of a million rolls to meet the demand, and several thousand 
player pianos, owing to the new taste for their sound. 

The sound is not alw'ays the rinky-tink beloved by fans. J. Law¬ 
rence Cook belongs to a U-adition of .piano-playing much older than 
he; before phonograph records developed in the contemporary sense, 
piano rolls were recorded by such artists as Paderewski, George 
Gershwin, Stravinsky, Artur Rubinstein, Ravel, Busoni, Myra Hess, 
Prokofiev. Master copie.-i of these rolls .still exfst, and are of in¬ 
calculable value. The best way to hear them is not recorded on j 
discs, but on piano rolls. 

Because Mr. Cook has kept alive the ti-adition, and has provided 
many a contemporary innovation in player-piano recording and manu¬ 
facturing techniques, it will .soon be possible to hear these great 
artists pei’forming works and to observe the keys of one’s owm piano 
icsponding to their touch.

There are two Christmases in 
Greece; the Athenian Western 
Christmas and the Greek Christ¬ 
mas in the Eastern tradition. 

The expensive, luxury celebra¬ 
tion of upper-class Athens, w’ith 
decorated Christmas trees, turkey 
on the table, all-night dancing in 
night spots, and presents for the 
youngsters. 

And the devout celebration of 
the villages, with roast pork the 
traditional fare and the exchange 
of presents — postponed until the 
New’ Year, after Easter the 
greatest holiday on the Greek 
calendar. 

Difference is a matter of a few’ 
miles on a train, but of decades 
in time. 

A village Christmas — which 
thousands of Athenians seek to 
enjoy each year, either by visit¬ 
ing relatives or by going on ex¬ 
cursions and hoping to find ac¬ 
commodation in a hotel — is still 
a time of mingled solemnity in 
the church and festivity in the 
home. 

Usually, there’s either a late 
night Christmas Eve or dawm 
Christmas day service in the 
chureh, attended by the over- 
w’helming majority of the villag¬ 
ers. Tlie Christmas dinner is a 
ceremony enjoyed at home with 
the family, w’henever possible 
with all the family reunited, Tlie 


fare is traditionally roast pork, 
rarely turltey. 

Killing of the Christma.s pig, 
which even the poorest families 
have been fattening for months, 
is a Christmas Eve ritual. At 
Easter, it’s the turn of the lamb. 
A.s in pagan days, there is still a 
direct, personal relationship be- 
tw'oen the feast and the killbigs 
that made it possible -r^ a link 
lost in the' towns by virtue of the 
institution of the butcher. 

There are many other pagan 
reminders, too, in a Greek village 
Christmas. For example, in many 
households, libations of oil or 
w’ine, or both, are poured in the 
form of a cross; except for the 
cross, it is exactly the same as 
the ancients used to do in honor 
of Zeus and the other residents 
of Olympos. Other survivals can 
be seen in the many and varied 
■ways ~ most of them involving 
fire or w’ater — of “taking the 
omens” at Christmas . . . though 
obviously at the new year. 

A crabby oild lady, sitting im¬ 
mediately behind -the bus driver, 
kept plying him with questions. 
Finally, she jabbed him with her 
umbrella and asked, "Is that my 
6?rd Street stop?” 

“No,” he replied, “that is my 
rear end!”
